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VWHEREAS, snoking prevention and cessation prograns are
proving to be effective at preventing youth snoking addiction;
and

WHEREAS, taxes on cigarettes, which raise the price of
cigarettes, on both state and tribal land, are also a
deterrent to snoking addiction; and

WHEREAS, nmany ot her states and Indian nation, tribal and
puebl o governnents have been effective at preventing snoking
addi ction through the inposition of taxes on the sale of
cigarettes;

NOW THEREFORE, BE | T RESOLVED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE
STATE OF NEW MEXI CO that the tobacco settlement revenue
oversight commttee and the Indian affairs comrttee be
requested to work with all twenty-two |Indian nations, tribes
and puebl os to explore snoking prevention and cessation
strategi es through the inposition of taxes or increase of
taxes on the sale of cigarettes; and

BE | T FURTHER RESOLVED that officials of other states be
requested to attend the interimconmttee neetings to inform
the commttees of any sol utions agreed upon within their
respective states regarding the taxation of cigarettes on
I ndi an nation, tribal and pueblo | ands; and

BE | T FURTHER RESOLVED t hat copies of this nenorial be
transmtted to the chairnmen of the tobacco settlement revenue
oversight commttee and the Indian affairs conmttee.
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
